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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The prior position of record is maintained. Also, 
in regards to the applicant's arguments that there is a lack of motivation for combining the prior art of record (Amendment, Pages 2-3), 
the examiner points out that the motivation for utilizing the timer for determining data congestion seriousness at a buffer taught by 
Hatono et al (USP 5,914,936) in the jitter buffer taught by Kramer (USP 6,658,027) is provided by the Hatono reference (benefit of 
efficient buffer control when congestion occurs that cannot recover naturally, Col. 4, Lines 3-16; and Prior office action, Pages 4-5). In 
response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning 
(Amendment, Pages 2-3), it must be recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon 
hindsight reasoning. But so long as it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the 
claimed invention was made, and does not include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is 
proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1 392, 1 70 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1 971 ). In regards to the applicant's arguments that Kramer fails to 
teach a counter for counting a total number of packets received (Amendment, Pages 3-4), the examiner notes that Kramer teaches a 
means for determining the number of frames of space remaining in a jitter buffer combined with a number of frames that would result in 
a buffer overflow which would be a representation of the total number of information packets received. This number is then effectively 
compared to a jitter buffer maximum threshold for determining a number of frames to be discarded (Col. 7, Line 50- Col. 8, Line 38). 
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
